SUBSCRIPTION-BOOK PUBLISHING 
METHODS. 
THE subscription-book business is a distinct 
branch of the book trade, and is usually carried 


on as such exclusively, or, at least, entirely in- | 


dependent of other branches in which a firm 
may be engaged. Subscription-books are con- 
sidered to be such publications as are sold by 
agents directly to the bookbuying public, and 
for which these agents solicit subscribers by 
means of canvassing. It is implied that such 
books will not be put in the hands of the book- 
seller, and that they cannot be had in book- 
stores, 

In this country two features prevail as to the 
general nature or character of subscription- 
books. The 


choicest works issued from the American press, 


first class comprises the very 


expensive or medium in price, which the pub- 
lishers have special reasons for not selling 
through the trade—z.c., the publishers expect to 
increase the sale of these publications by push- 
ing them through the aid of a corps of well- 
trained and experienced canvassers. 


The second class consists chiefly of popular | 


books, medium or low in price, that very fre- 
quently have little merit in reference to their 
contents or ‘ get-up,” calculated for the great 
multitude, who, it is believed, seldom or never 
Visit a bookstore, and who could not be reached 
cilectively except through personal solicitation 
by agents. 

Subscription-book publishers, as a rule, take 
every precaution that their books, at least when 
first issued, shall not be handled by booksellers, 
or shall not be found for sale in bookstores, in 
order to give their agents the prestige of claim- 
ing that the particular book they sell is not for 
sale in local stores, and can only be had through 
them. However, most of these publishers begin 
to sell their productions to the trade as soon

the case with popular books. Publishers of the 
better grade of books, those which have an 
intrinsic value, in many instances follow the 
practice of allowing to local booksellers a com- 
mission for such subscriptions as they may 
obtain ; but the publishers prefer to forward the 
book direct to the address of the subscriber, 
and to collect the amount due through their 
agents. 

Few, if any, of the better class of subscrip- 
tion books are ever found in bookstores. 
Dealers in second-hand books, however, very 
often have copies (or know where to procure 
them) of all such or similar works soon after 
their appearance. Publishers cannot prevent 
their subscribers from selling their copies, for 
one reason or another, to dealers, who will offer 
these copies, asa matter of course, at a reduced 
price. A system of numbering each copy of 
subscription books, as they leave the bindery, 
has been adopted by leading subscription-book 
publishers—an arrangement which enables the 
publisher to trace the agent who sold it, and to 
what subscriber the book was oriyinally sold. 
This method makes it possible for the publisher 
to determine, without going to much trouble, 
whether an agent has broken his contract and 
sold copies of the book in question to dealers, 
allowing them some discount. 

Very often the publishers overestimate the 
demand for a certain book, and print more 
copies than the public will buy. In such 
instances the surplus of stock is unloaded, 
through auction sales or other means, on the 
general book trade, or the copies that are prac- 
tically dead stock are sold in lump to some 
prominent newspaper or magazine, to be util- 
ized as premiums. As a very conspicuous 
example of this kind may be pointed out the 
memoir literature of the late war. ‘* General 


Grant's Memoirs” had probabiy the largest 
sale of any subscription work ever issued from 
the American press. Over 650,000 copies, it is 
stated, were sold. But in time the sale dropped 
suddenly, and the large remainder of the work 
was sold, together with other memoirs—by 
Generals Sheridan and McClellan, and others— 
to an enterprising magazine, which otfered each 
of the following memoirs of generals to its 
subscribers for 70 cents a copy: Grant's, 
2 vols., subscription, $7; Sherman's, 2 vols., 
subscription, $5; McClellan’s, 1 vol., subscrip- 


tion, $3.75; Sheridan’s 2 vols., subscription, 


$6, and R. E. Lee’s, 1 vol., subscription, $3.75.

their calling very remunerative, often yielding 
them from $150to $500 per month. These agents 
are doing missionary work by introducing lit- 
erature, 7.¢., good books and works of art, in 
circles that would never dream of buying these 

similar works in a bookstore. Many can- 


vassers for popular or useful works often in- 


troduce the first books to the home of the 
mechanic or farmer, and create a taste for 
reading among people, who have _ perhaps 


paid no attention to books since their school 
lays. In the sparsely-inhabited districts of the 
Wild West the book agent becomes in fact the 
pioneer of literature and science, as the people in- 


habiting those sections of the country have no 


other means of getting books or of becoming ac- 
quainted with them. Hundreds of copies of a 
book, be it good, bad, or indifferent, are not in- 


frequently sold in one county to people who 


never saw a bookstore, nor ever ordered a vol- 


ume through a book-dealer to be sent to them 
by mail. 

On the other hand, much evil is brought about 

vy unscrupulous publishers, through the issue 

so-called subscription-books, which have 


nothing whatever about them to excuse their 


existence, and which are not worth the paper, 


poor as that may be, they are printed on.

An Eastern subscription house, that has more 
than thirty branch offices throughout the 


country, and employs several hundred canvass- 
ers, is at this moment putting on the market 
editions of the best authors, which answer the 
description above mentioned very closely. 
Nevertheless, this firm sells a large quantity of 
these very editions ata high price, for the simple 
reason that their manager evidently understands 
‘‘the ropes.” Being ignorant that neat and 
cheap editions can be had at the bookstore, 
the public pays an extraordinary price for in- 


ferior editions of standard works, because the

GRIMM’S TALES. 


Dr. O. HARTWIG, the editor of the Central- 


blatt fiir Bibliothekswesen, published by O. Har- 
rassowitz, of Leipzig, contributes to a recent 
issue of that valuable magazine an article on 
the first English translation of the brothers 
Grimm’s‘‘ Kinder und Haus Mirchen,” in which 
he publishes interesting letters from the trans- 
lator, Edgar Taylor,and Sir Walter Scott, Jacob 
and Wilhelm Grimm,and G. F. Benecke. The 
letters from the brothers Grimm were given to 
Dr. Hartwig during a recent stay in Florence 
by Jessie, Edgar Taylor’s stilbsurviving daugh- 
ter, and widow of Karl Hillebrand. Those 
of Benecke, Scott, and: Taylor to the brothers 
Grimm were received from their relative, Dr. 
Hermann Grimm. Scott’s letter is specially 
interesting as}showing his high appreciation of 
those simple German tales and of Taylor’s 
translation: ‘‘When my family were at the 
happy age of being auditors of fairy tales I 
very often endeavored to translate them in 
such an extempore manner as I could, and was 
gratified by the pleasure which the German 
fictions seemed toconvey. In memory of which 
our old family cat still bears the foreign name 
of Hintze, which so often occurs in these little 
narratives. . . Independently of thecurious 
circumstances that such tales should be found 
existing in very different countries and lan- 
guages, which argues a greater poverty of hu- 
man invention than we would have expected, 
there is also a sort of wild fairy interest in 
them which makes me think them fully better 
adapted to awaken the imagination and soften 
the heart of childhood than the good-boy sto- 
ries which have been in later years composed 
forthem. Inthe latter case their minds are, 
as it were, put into the stocks like their feet at 
the dancing school, and the moral always con- 
sists in good moral conduct being crowned 
with temporal success. Truth is, I would not 
give one tear shed over ‘Little Red Riding- 
Hood’ for all the benefit to be derived froma 
hundred histories of Tommy Goodchild.” 
Edgar Taylor was the fifth son of Samuel 
Taylor, of Norfolk, and a descendant of Dr. 
John Taylor, of Norwich (the ‘‘ Athens of Eng- 
land inthe 18th century), the author of a famous 
Hebrew Concordance. He wasbornin Banham, 
Norfolk, January 28, 1793. In 1814 he went 
to London, and three years later opened a law 
office in partnership with Robert Roscoe, the 
biographer of Lorenzo di Medici and Leo x. 
The first volume of his translation of the 
‘German Popular Stories’’ was published by 
C. Baldwyn in 1823, and the second volume by 
lames Robinsin 1826, both with illustrations by 
the translator’s friend, George Cruikshank. 
Chese illustrations, in the simple directness 
ind effectiveness of their execution, and in 
‘heir fertile and unencumbered fancy, rank as 
the artist’s masterpieces. These volumes have 
become exceedingly scarce, and have in late 
years commanded as high a price as £65. 
_ Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, of London, 
in June, 1897, catalogued a number of first 
editions of this translation in the library of H. 
W. Bruton, whose collections of Cruikshank- 
lana was remarkably complete. We reprint 
the items as a guide to collectors :

Vol. IJ is in 
the original cloth, with proof impressions of the plates 
on india paper--the ordinary copies of vol. II were is- 
sued in pink boards. Both vols. are wondertully fresh 
and clean. Anerror on the vignette title of vol. I shows 
it to be of the earliest issue. The ‘\a’’ in Mirchen is 
not modified but is printed Marchen, the error being cor- 
rected in the later issue of the tirst edition. Itis unques- 
tionably an earlier issue of vol. I than that tn which the 
india plates appeared, as all the latter have the error cor- 
rected. The second state of the title-page and also the 
title of the 1834 edition of vol. I are loosely inserted. 
Each vol. is enclosed in a brown morocco case, satin 
lined.

These vols. are in exceptionally tine condition, and 
vol. I is the earliest issue with the error on the vignette 
title. 

German Popular Stories, 
vol. | only, second issue of first edition, with 
the erroron title-page corrected ; ib. 1826. 

In this later issue the list of plates on page 218 1s © 
omitted, and the note to the preface, page VII ‘** We have 
another popular song, etc.,’» is placed tirst, whereas in 
the early issues it appears as the last note. 

No. 185 Grimm. German Popular Stories, 
2 vol. original cloth. I: Robins & Sherwood ; 
Gilbert & Piper, 1834. 

This edition was issued with transfers on stones from 
the original plate. The vols. are clean as when first 
issued. 

No. 186 Grimm. German Popular Stories 
with introduction by J. Ruskin, Large Paper, 
half roxburghe; J. C. Hotten, n. d. 

No. 187 Grimm. German Popular Stories, 
Proof Etchings comprising a complete set on 
india paper, illustrating vol. I, together with 
duplicates of 9 of the etchings in early states 
including the vignette title before letters, be- 
ing the only plate in this state, known--alsoa 
set of proofs on india paper in early states of 
the 10 etchings illustrating vol. II. The plates 
attached to hinged sunk mounts and hand- 
somely bound in green morocco super extra, g. 
e. by Riviere. 1823-26. 

The early states were from the artist’s own collection 
and areunique. Mr. Ruskin, writing of these etchings, 
says: ‘‘ They are unrivalled in masterfulness of touch 
since Rembrandt—in some qualities of delineation unri- 
valled even by him.”’

Thisis‘*the impudent little volume’ referred to by 
Hotten in the preface to his re-issue of Grimm and con- 
tains the copies by Tardieu (issued as his own production) 
of G. C.’s iilustrations to the first series.”’ 

Taylor also published (in 1825) a translation 
of the German minnesingers under the title of 
‘‘The Lays of the Minnesingers or German 
Troubadours of the 12th and 13th Centuries”; 
‘‘ The Book of Rights, or, Constitutional Acts 
and Parliamentary Proceedings” (London, A. 
Maxwell, 1833); ‘‘ Master Wace’s Chronicle of 
the Norman Conquest, from the ‘Roman de 
Rou,’ translated with the notes and illustra- 
tions, by E. T.”’ (London, Pickering, 1837); and 
in 1839 a collection of Grimm’s popular tales 
under the title of ‘‘Gammer Grethel from 
Grimm and others, translated by Taylor.” 

After a twelve years’ struggle with a painful 
disease Taylor died August 19, 1839.

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INJUNCTION OBTAINED BY HARPER & 
BROS. I'S. HOLMAN & CO. REMOVED. 


Jupce Epwarp G. Braprorp filed an opinion 
in the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
March 28, reversing the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court under which there had been 
granted a preliminary injunction restraining A. 
J. Holman & Co. from the making of an al- 
leged infringement on Harper & Brothers’ 
copyrighted book by Dr. Nansen relating to 
arctic explorations. The text of the opinion 
is as follows: 

‘* This is an appeal from an interlocutory de- 
cree awarding a preliminary injunction re- 
Straining the defendants 
[A. J. Holman & Co.] ‘from directly or indi- 
rectly advertising, offering to sell, selling or 
otherwise disposing of any books, either inthe 
English language or in the Norwegian lan- 
guage, which are named, advertised, or offered 
for sale in such manner as to indicate that they 
are the books printed or published by the com- 
plainant [Harper & Brothers]; and also from 
printing upon or using in connection with any 
books the words ‘The Fram Expedition. 
Nansen in the Frozen World,’ or any similar 
title or combination of words, or any imitation 
of the name of the complainant’s books ; and 
from in these ways and in any other way, 
form or manner whatever, infringing upon or 
interfering with the rights and business of the 
complainant in the premises. The complain- 
ant’s books referred to consist of an English 
translation of an account of the recent Nor- 
wegian polar expedition conducted by Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen, composed by him mainly, if 
not wholly, in the Norwegian language, and 
an appendix containing an English translation 
of the report of Captain Otto Sverdrup relat- 
ing tothe drifting of the steamer Fram, com- 
posed by the latter in the Norwegian and 
translated into the English language. - The 
complainant claims that it duly obtained copy- 
right in and to the above work for the United 
States February 8, 1897, and that it was put on 
the market in March of the same year, all of 
the requirements of the law relating to copy- 
right having been complied with. Thecause 
of controversy. between the parties was the 
publication, in both the Norwegian and Eng- 
lish languages, and sale by A. J. Holman & 
Co., of which firm the appellants are survivors, 
during and after June, 1897, of a certain book, 
the composition of which need not be here 
stated with any particularity of detail. It is 
sufficient to say that it contains part of the 
same, or of substantially the same, literary 
matter found in the complainant's book, also a 
number of portraits and p’‘ctorial illustrations 
similar to those made use of by the complain- 
antin its book, and accounts of sundry arctic 
expeditions, prior to Dr. Nansen’s polar voy- 
age, to which reference is also made in the 
complainant’s book. 

‘‘ Although the complainant in its bill deals 
largely with the question of infringement by the 
defendants of rights claimed to have been 
secured to the former by copyright, we, like the 
learned judge below, are not satisfied that the 
defendants were not at liberty to make use of the 
text, portraits, and pictorial illustrations con- 
tained in their book by way of publication and 
sale ; and, therefore, for the purpose of dis- 
posing of this appeal it must be assumed that 


below, appellants. 
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the defendants possessed that right. The in- 
junction was based upon supposed unfair com- 
petition in trade by the defendants in putting 
their book onthe market. It is a wholesome 
doctrine that equity will restrain unfair com- 
petition in trade ; but it should beapplied with 
caution, lest, through possible misapplication, 
healthful and honorable competition be defeat- 
ed. Particularly is this true with respect to 
literary, historical, and scientific works. The 
complainant was not entitled toa monopoly in 
the subject of arctic explorations ; nor had it 
an exclusive right to publish and sell books 
relating to Nansen’s polar expedition. That 
subject was open'to the world. Nor had the 
complainant an exclusive right, as against the 
defendants, to the use of the words ‘ The 
Fram Expedition. Nansen in the Frozen 
World,’ or any of them. There can be little 
doubt that Nansen’s exploits served to kirdle 
popular interest in arctic explorations. In fact 
the record discloses that they were the proxi- 
mate cause of the publication by the defend- 
ants of their book. But this circumstance 
does not in the least militate against good 
faith or fair dealing on their part. It appears 
that months before Nansen began to write 
an account of the expedition the defendants 
had determined to publish a book on that and 
kindred subjects. Nor does the appearance 
or title of the defendants’ book disclose any 
intent to indulge in unfair competition with 
the complainant. Certainly the difference 
between the two books is obvious to any ordi- 
nary customer of such works. The complain- 
ant’s book is in two volumes containing 
respectively 587 and 714 pages, and is bound 
in brown cloth. The defendants’ book is in 
one volume, containing, in the English edi- 
tion, 531 pages, and in the Norwegian edition 
524 pages, and is bound in blue cloth in both 
editions. The complainant’s book contains on 
the outside cover a circular figure enclosing 
the words, ‘Farthest North. Nansen,’ and 
on the inside title-page the words and figures: 
‘Farthest North. Being the Recordofa Voy- 
age of Exploration of the Ship Fram, 1893-96, 
and of a Fifteen Months’ Sleigh Journey by 
Dr. Nansen and Lieut. Johansen. By Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen, with an appendix by Otto 
Sverdrup, Captain of the Fram. About 120 
full-page and Numerous Text Illustrations. 
16 colored Plates in facsimile from Dr. Nan- 
sen’s Own Sketches, etched Portrait, Photo- 
gravures and 4 Maps. In Two Volumes, Vol. 
1. New York. Harper & Brothers, Publish- 
ers, 1897.’ The second volume is like the first, 
both in the outside cover and title and inside 
title-page, except that it is marked ‘ Vol. 2’ 
instead of ‘ Vol. 1.’ 

‘‘The defendants’ book contains on the out- 
side cover the picture of a ship in the ice, with 
a flag on her foremast bearing the word ‘ Fram,’ 
with a polar bear in the foreground, and the 
words, in the English edition, ‘The Fram Ex- 
pedition. Nansenin the Frozen World. In- 
cluding earlier Arctic explorations.’ On the 
inside title-page of the English edition are the 
words and figures, ‘The Fram Expedition. 
Nansen inthe Frozen World. Preceded by a 
Riography of the Great Explorer and copious 
Extracts from Nansen’s ‘‘ First Crossing of 
Greenland.” Alscanaccount by Eivind Astrup, 
of Life Among People near the Pole, and his 
Journey Across Northern Greenland with 
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Lieut. R. E. Peary, U.S.N. Arranged and 
Edited by S. L. Berens, Cand, Phil. Followed 
yy a Brief History of the Principal Earlier 
Arctic Explorations, from the Ninth Century 
to the Peary Expedition, including those of 
Cabot, Frobisher, Bering, Sir John Franklin, 
Kane, Hayes, Hall, Nordenskjold, Nares, 
Schwatka, De Long, Greely, and others.

1397... The Norwegian edition of the defend- 
ants’ book contains on its cover and inside 
title-page words in that language correspond- 
ing with the words on the cover and inside 
title-page of the English edition. 
plainant’s book in two volumes sells at $10, 
and that of the defendants at $2. It is evident 
that the two books are calculated respectively 
to meet the demands of different classes of 
purchasers. There is nothing deceptive in the 
»ver, outside title, or title-page of the defend- 
ants’ book. Those titles, taken in conjunction, 
are fairly descriptive of the subject matter of 
the volume. They radically differ from the 
sutside title and title-page of the complainant’s 
book. Comparing the two works, we are un- 
able to perceive that any ordinary customer of 
such. books possessing common intelligence 
should, in the absence of actual fraud prac- 
ticed upon him, mistake the one for the other, 
without gross carelessness on his part. The 
answer expressly denies fraud and unfair com- 
petition. It is a rule, subject to few, if any, 
exceptions, that a _ preliminary injunction 
should not be awarded on ex parte affidavits, 
unless in a clear case. This rule has full ap- 
plication in a case like the present, where, 
though the bill should ultimately bedismissed, 
great damage would result from such an in- 
junction to the standing and business of a book 
publishing house. If there be any substantial 
doubt as to the right toa preliminary injunc- 
tion in such a case, it should be refused. In 
the present state of the proofs the court below 
was not justified in holding that the defend- 
ants have been guilty of unfair competition in 
trade. Consequently, the decree for a prelimi- 
nary injunction must be reversed and the in- 
junction dissolved.” 


A WARNING TO UNDERSELLERS. 


Mr. M’GEE, a bookseller of Dublin, dis- 
tributes a printed leaflet headed ‘‘A Sad 
Warning.” The first portion of this leaflet con- 
sists of the obituary notice of one Alexander 
Brown, a bookseller of Edinburgh, who was 
the first in that city to allow the discount of 3d. 
in the shilling. The evils of competition, it 
seems, left him in the end entirely dependent 
upon charity; and Mr. M’Gee takes this oppor- 
tunity to cite his case as a warning. 

This melancholy ending (says the Dublin 
tradesman) of a very busy and arduous life 
Ought to prove a warning to those booksellers 
who have foolishly adopted the insane custom 
of selling books without profit, i.e., allowing 
tireepence in the shilling discount (and for 
which the public gives them small credit). To

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WILLIAM McLENNAN’S DEFENCE. 


THE charges of plagiarism brought by T. 
G. Marquis in the Bookman, against William 
McLennan, for his unacknowledged use of an 
original memoir as the material for his story, 
‘*Spanish John,” were summarized in our last 
issue. Inthe current number of the Bookmun 
Mr. McLennan presents a defence and expla- 
nation of the charge. He states that the orig- 
inal manuscript of the tale contains a preface 
‘*carefully acknowledging every source from 
which I drew the facts woven into the story,” 
but that this preface was not required for the 
serial publication in Harper's Monthly, and that 
in pressure of other work its insertion was 
overlooked when the story was revised for 
book form; ‘‘in any future edition such a 
preface will appear.”” Regarding the use of 
Col. M. M’Donell’s memoir, Mr. McLennan 
States that it ‘‘is not by any means the bib- 
liographical rarity that Mr. Marquis believes ”’ ; 
that a number of copies exist; that itis familiar 
to students of Canadian history; and that 
‘*surely, if any printed matter could be looked 
upon as ‘ material’ this was such.”’ The pro- 
portion of literal extracts from the original 
memoir used in ‘*Spanish John” Mr. McLen- 
nan at first says ‘‘do not amount to more than 
one-tenth of the matter used,” though he later 
says, ‘‘ bythe most liberal construction of what 
constitutes a literal extract, the total material 
used in unaltered form will be found to form 
not more‘than one-fifth of the whole.” The 
incidents in the story, he states, were taken 
not only from M’Donell’'s memoir, but from 
Pére Labat, O’Callaghan, and other chroniclers 
of the period, and used ‘‘ with or without altera- 
tions,” to suit the story-teller’s purpose, and 
he cites the creation of the two characters of 
Father O’Rourke and Captain Creach as proof 
of originality. 

The charge and its defence raise a nice 
question of literary ethics; but it may be 
doubted if Mr. McLennan’s explanation serves 
also as a justification.

JAMES PAYN, the well-known editor of Cham- 
bers’ Journaland the Cornhill Magazine, and a 
novelist of recognized standing, died on Fri- 
day, March 25. James Payn was born at Chel- 
tenham, England, on February 8, 1835, and 
was educated at Eton, Woolwich Academy, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge. Among his 
best-known books are ‘‘ The Family Scape- 
grace,” ‘‘ Married Beneath Him,” ‘‘ Found 
Dead,” ‘‘A Perfect Treasure,’”’ ‘‘ Like Father, 
Like Son,” ‘‘A Woman’s Vengeance,” ‘‘ The 
Best of Husbands,” ‘‘ Two Hundred Pounds 
Reward,” ‘‘ For Cash Only,” ‘‘ Thicker Than 
Water,” ‘‘The Luck of the Darrells,” ‘A 
Prince of the Blood,” etc. 


ABNER CHENEY GOODELL died at his home, 
in Highland Street, Boston, on Sunday, March 
27,at the age of ninety-three. His life was fu!! 
of remarkable achievements. He was born in 
North Orange, Mass., on February g, 18c:. 
He was of an inventive turn of mind, and per- 
fected the first printing-press that printed on 
both sides in one operation. His inventions 
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in this line became the foundation of the pres- 
ent Hoe press. He also perfected the prepara- 
tion of copper and steel plates for use by 
engravers, and in this line of work he was 
highly successful.

Hans WACHENHUSEN, the German novelist, 
died in Marburg, Prussia, March 23. He was 
born in Trieste, December 31, 1827. His va- 
ried experiences as war correspondent fur- 
nished him with matter for a number of mili- 
tary works, including ‘‘ From Widdin to Con- 
stantinople,” ‘‘ A Visit to the Turkish Camp,”

unteers and Royalists,” etc. He was also the 
author of ‘‘ The Women of the Third Empire,”
